President. 


Charge Violation of Treaty 
With Britain. 


Petition, Text, Signatures 
Made Public. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WJRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7.—A petti- 
tion to President Taft asking that the 
administration seek “an honorable 
and amicable séttlement’’ with Great 
Britain of that country’s protest 
against the Panama Canal act has 
been signed by Benjamin Ide Wheeler, 
president of the University of Califor- 
nia; David Starr Jordan, president of 
Stanford University: 
W. Riordan of the Roman Catholic 
diocese of San Francisco; Representa- 
tive William Kent and other influen- 
tial Californians, to whom it seema 
that parta.of the act are a violation 
of the Hay-Paunceflote treaty. The 
text of the petition and the list of 
signers were made public here to- 
night. 

It is recommended that “the ad- 
ministration seek an amicable and 
honorable settlement of this matter 
either through diplomatic necotia- 
tions or by recommending to Congress 
the amendment of such parts of its 
recent act as may be questionable.” 
The petition states that the issue is 
“whether our country is observing an 
international pledge.” and holds that 
neither nation would have the right 
independentiy to interpret the treaty. 
The petition concludes: 

“It is our earnest conviction that 
as a people we can better suffer some 
‘imitation of our freedom of lezisia- 
tien and some commercial disadwin- 
tage, rather than disregard, or ap- 
pear to disregard, a treaty negcotlated 
in good faith and solemnly ratified,”

Several of the other candidates 
filed a petition with the City Council 
asking for an examination of the 
methods employed in this examina- 
tion, and there were various charges 
made, until the Council took up the 
subject on a resolution introduced by 
Counciiman Topham, and instructed 
President Williams to appoint a spe- 
clal committee of citizens to investi- 
gate the Civil Service Commission. 

The commission last week issued 
an invitation to e Councilmen to 
meet with it last Monday to discuss 
the situation, but this was ignored. 
Now comes the commission, exerting 
its rights under the city charter to 
summon such witnesses as it may de- 
sire to have appear before it, and the 
Councilmen must submit themselves 
to its quizzes, 

At the time the controversy was go- 
ing on, John D. lrons, who was emer- 
Sency appointee as city sealer of 
weights and measures, took the exam- 
ination for this permanent appoint- 
ment, but he also failed to attain 
passing marks. Irons appealed to the 
Mayor to withhold any appointment 
to this position until he had the op- 
portunity to secure a review of the 
examination papers and proceedings. 
Irons must also tell the commission 
what he knows about statements that 
have been made in connection with 
the commission's examinations. 

THE RESOLUTION.: 

“Whereas, it has come to the 
knowledge of this commission that 
certain City Councilmen have made 
statements in and out of Council ses- 
sion seriously reflecting upon the in-

meeting of all persons who have made 
any of said criticiems, and for all per- 
sons who may know of or have any 
information concerning the truth or 
untruth of sald criticisms, and that 
each of the Counciimen of this city 
be served With sub na and. be re- 
quired to attemd sald special session 
that they may be interrogated as to 
he said statements of certain Coun- 
cllmen. the truth or untruth of said 
statements, andthe source of the 
criticiams heard by the Councilmen.” 

“And, whereas, since this board has 
indicated its intention to hold a com- 
petitive examination for the position 
of engineer fire alarm and police 
telegraph, the individual members 
of this commission have been impor- 
tuned and urged to rescind such ac- 
tion by persons of the highest stand- 
ite in this city, who, without excep- 
tion, after having been made  4ac- 
quainted with the facta have ap- 
proved the action in fTrela- 
tion thereto; and 

“Whereas, great publicity, accom- 
panied by reflections. not only up- 
on the employees of this board but 
upon the members themselves,. has 
been given this action of the bdard, 
which action is in every Way usual! 
and in accord with the charter;~and 

“Whereas, this board views with 
suspicion this wnusual activity, di- 
rected as it'is teward an effort to 
retain one man in a position with- 
out any competitive examination 
whatever after he has declined to 
take said competitive examination: 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved, That 
at said referred to special session this 
board proceed to thoroughly investi- 
gate all matters In connection with 
said criticiem and activity, and that 
subpoenas issue for competent wit- 


nesses having knowledge thereof, and 


that representatives of the press and 
the genéral public be invited and 
uzged to attend said session. Al! to 
the end that the Civil Service Com- 
mission may be informed of irregu- 
larities, if any, in civil service exam- 
inations, or on the part of interested 
persons toward the retention of the

Vi)- 
liard became frost-bitten and the men 
descended in a blinding snowstorm. 
The aeroplane landed ona ‘narrow 
ledge barely wide enough for it to rest 
on, where engies had made their 
nests. 

In danger of freezing they started 
out again in three hours and reached 
a sheltered Valley. 

On the sixth day the biplane de- 
seended in ia thick forest. Indians 
with blow guns and polsoned darts 


lattacked‘ them and the aviators fled 


after a hard fight, leaving their ma- 
chine. They made their way through 
thick forests to the village of Essang,

To Raze or Not to Raze Banker Hilti. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 7.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] I cannot t 
appealing to our lawmakers of to- 


day and to those who form public 
opinion now, concerning a grave and 
far-reaching quvueétion which now 
confronts us. The problem to which 
I refer ts the proposed removal of 
Bunker Hill or of both Bunker and 
Fort hilis. 

One of the objections to this real'y 
necessary piece of work, is naturally, 
the expense. Now, I am going 1 
make a statement which is Indeed 
far-reaching. Disregarding entirely 
the relief of congestion and other 
similar benefits, in my opinion, the 
expense of letting those hills stay 
where they are will, in the course 
of time, by far exceed the cost of 
their removal. And I ghall mention 

he reasons why I believe 
this. 


It has already been seen, that if 
nothing is done towards the remova«i 
of the hills, both the First and Se>- 
ond street tannels must be bore’. 
The tunnel proponents declare th.t 
the bores Will be magnificent in 
structure, beautiful, light, airy and 
so that we can wear our 
Sunday clothes while going through 
them.” Toseay thatsuch tunnels could 
be constructed for less than $1,000,000 
would be dealing with castles in the 
air rather than tunnels tn the ground. 
After these are , We people who 
own prope between Third and 
Sixth, beyond the hill woutl demand 
an enlargement of the dingy, diseas>- 
breeding hole gotng by the name of 
the Third-street tunnel. Then, after 
the development of the vast area Ir 
the same district within two or thre 
miles of he city’s heart, we should 
clamor that a Fourth-street tunnel 
be put throu That an inlet o0* 
some sort to the proposed civic center 
for the great West and Northwest 
would have to be arranged for, is a 
certainty. Petitions are already being 
circulated for two or more tunnels tn 
the northern part of Bunker Hill and 
Fort Hill. That all of these con- 
structions would amount to a figure 
in the millions, no one can deny. 
Then, after all of this is Cone, what 
will we have? Nothing but a ver't- 
table honeycomb in our far-famed 


“bugbear” that the én 
emies to this improvement throw out 
is the destruction of the buildings. 
True, there would be some waste of 
property. But not by any means t» 
the degree they would have us be. 
lieve. By .1920. even the most con- 
firmed pessimist of our city’s growth 
admits that we should have a city uf 
more than double our present size 
And no matter which direction the 
city. grows, there must be an eno* 
mous destruction of property. The 
number of available and suitable vu.- 
eant lots is surprisingly smal’. 
Then I should ike to remind vou of 
the important fact that beginning 
with Eighth and Ninth streets, and 
extending to Washington is the autu- 
mobile district of Los Angeles. Fine 
garages and autoplaces are going 309 
constantly. Even now that part of 
town is congested with machines. 
What will happen when the business 
section is twice as large and when the 
congested part of the city extends 
through there? Because of the na- 
ture of this business, it would become 
absolutely necessary thet all of these 
places move farther out of the city. 

Besides this, I should like to call 
your attention to the fact that ta 
this district are found two or three 
hospitals, and a dozen large expeo- 
sive undertaking parlors. 

It doesn’t take an expert produc. 
tive engineer or a skilled physictst 
to realize, after a little thought, 
that thousands of dollars are lost ev- 
ery week by the presence of those 
hills.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 17.-—The 
following official message~« has been 
received from the Vall of Adrianople, 
under date of December 4: 

“At 9 o'clock yesterday evening 
before the armistice was signed the 
enemy, with the intention of ap- 
proaching the forts, made a general 
eharge with all their forces of in- 
fantry and artillery on the south, 
north and west, and also on iae 
Marash side. Our brave soldiers re- 
pulsed the attack wifh great vigor 
and did not give way a step from the 
advance posts which they were oveu- 
pying. 

“During terrible fighting, which 
lasted nearly six hours, the enemy 
sustained considerable losses and had 
to retreat on all sides in a lamentable 
State. The enemy fired nearly seventy 
shells at the town, without, thanks to 
God, causing any loss The armi- 
stice was proclaimed today.”

excuse from speech-making was 
rheumatism in the hands!

Regensburg foré@shadowed -the deaf 
and dumb convention at Cleveland, in 
1913, and Mies Reeves, a teacher in 
the Los Angeies city schools, who is 
not deaf but whose parents are both 
deaf and dumb and who is as adept 
with her fingers as with spoken 
language, touched eloquently on “The 
Brotherhood of Man.”

Covering a little more than 240 
miles from its power plants to this 
city, it will be the longest transmis- 
sion line in the world. Providing for 
maximum future needs when the sys- 
tem is complete it will at the outset 
carry a transmission voltage of 159,- 
000. No other plant in the world 
equals it in this respect. The nearest 
is a plant in Jackson, Mich., with a 
voltage of 130,000 to 140,000. It will 
have the largest water wheel-driven 
generators ever constructed—23,500 
horse power. 

Its principal reservoir with a capac- 
ity of 140,000-acre feet, 7000 feet 
aheove the level of the sea, will con- 
taln #0 much water that it would 
require 170 days of maximumflow 
to empty it. One of the dams compos- 
ing it will be the biggest in the world, 
and twice as large as the next largest 
dam in the country. This da will 
be more than 200 feet wide at the 
base and has been sunk thirty feet 
below the bedrock to get beneath all 
fissure formations. 

T storage area averages about a 
mile and a half above tevel. 
Situted in a region,of perpetual snows 
it presents one of the most picturesque 
views in America, but data on precipi- 
tation show it to be one of the best 
catchment basins in the country. The 
annual enow and rain fall ranges 
from eighty-two te 150 inches 

The big reservoir, the fountdinhead 
of the whole system, will be filled by 
the waters of Big Creek and Pittman 
Greek, which are being diverted from 
their regular courses. The initial en- 
terprise, which will be completed next 
summer, includes a reservoir with a 
capacity of 102,159-acre feet and re- 
quiring three dame of 160 feet, ninety 
feet and seventy-five feet in height. 
it will be six miles long, one mile 
pure and 160 feet deep. Its ultimate 
capacity, to be secured by adding to 
the height of the dams, will be 140,- 
000-acre feet. A second reservolr, 
lower down the mountainside, wil 
have a capacity of 25,000-acre feet. 

ENORMOUS DAMB., 

The specifications call for concrete 
dams of enormous size and strength. 
The largest will be 203 feet wide at 
the base. According to last week's 
progress report it is 60 per cent, com- 
pleted. The second dam is 35 per 
cent. and the third and smallest 15 
per cent. completed. The progress 
ie in proportion to the size of the 
structures and all will be finished at 
about the same time. The contrac- 
tours say that the bic dam will not 
e thoroughiy dry for a year or more.

Will Look Into Alleged Plot 
Against Chief. 


Arraignment of Raymond 
and Arlington Monday. 


Hotel Clerk Says He'll Tell 
All He Knows. | 


A possible new angle to the investi- 
gation of reasons underlying the al- 
leged false imprisonment of F. W. 
Lloyd, a former special officer work- 
ing under the direction of Chief of 
Police Sebastian, will be inquired {Inte 
by the grand jury tomorrow. it re- 
lates to an alleged attempt to 4is- 
eredit the Chief of Police by indue- 
ing him to visit the apartments of 
Mrs. Queenie Mack Nicholson at 
Eighth and Flower streets. There, 
cording to information in the posses- 
sion of the police, he was to have 
been subjected to the “badger” game. 

The Chief stated yesterday that he 
received advance information con* 
cerning the alleged plot and never 
went to the place indicated. He 
dressed a friend, who somewhat fe- 
sembles him, in his own uniform, ané 
this man stood ready te go in 
place. The final telephone call did 
not come, so the Chief of Police saya, 
and his friend, R. Dill, watted 
vain Thursday and Friday nighta 

Yesterday Jack Arlington, already 
under indictment upon a charge of 
conspiring to bring about the false 
imprisonment of Lioyd, was taken to 
the Central Station, where he was 
interrogated concerning the alleged 
badger game. He disclaimed knowk 
edge of it. 

Mrs. Nicholson was also summoned 
to the Chief of Police's private office, 
She admitted that “somebody” had 
asked her to say if called up on the 
telephone that she had sent for the 
Chief. She dented that she had com- 
sented to participate in any plot to 
injure Sebastian. 

Mrs. Corinne Mull, a toman liviag 
in the same apartment-house with 
Mrs. Nicholson, was also interrogated 
by police detectives. While under ex- 
amination she was served with a sub- 
poena to appear before the grand jury 
tomorrow. Officer Wedge, who par- 
ticipated in the arrest of Lioyd, was 
also subpoenaed.

“Faulk, a friend of Arlington's, tn- 
formed me that a conspiracy was un- 
der way to discredit me. The gist 
of his information was that Arilag- 
ton had told him that Queenle Mack 
Nicholson or some other woman had 
agreed to make unpleasant advances 
to me In her room if I called there 
to secure supposedly valuable infor- 
mation. It was doubtless planned that 
witnesses would come into the room, 

“Arlington came to the Central Bta- 
as Faulk hed predicted and 
sounded me as to my willingness to 
go to the apartments of Mrs. Nich- 
olson at Elghth and Flower streets, I 
assented and got Kt. EF. Dill to put on 
my uniform. He was ready to keep 
the appointment Thursday and Friday 
night, hut nothing developed.” 

NEW WOMAN IN CASE, 

Sebastian stated that the same pilen 
wes followe:!

Executive

Puente Man's Find, Five or Six 

Hundred Million Years Old, Pre- 

sents Strange Geological Paradox. 

“Two thousand years ago,” says the 
slavery girl In Hoyt's “Trip to China- 
town,” “I vas a geese.” That is about 
as far as the imagination will carry 
with anything like accuracy, yet there 
ie in the possession of W. C. Strickler. 
Puente, a strangely-shaped fossil- 
like formation out of a past so dix- 
tant that figures convey no  intel- 
ligence. Five or six 
of years the rockologists of the Phila- 
Gelphia Academy of Natural Sciences 
say, and these epectaliets ought to 
know. At any rate a little matter of 
nan few millions of vears does not seri- 
ousiy affect the narrative, which has 
been generating its news value all 
that time.

UP TO DATE. 


REAKKANGEMENT Or THE 


VALUABLE COLLECTION. 


Pope Pius Has Caused the Art 
and Literary Treasures Scattered 
Through Pontifical Palace to Be 
Brought Together and Carefully 
Arranged in Remodeled Rooms, 


[Pittsburgh Gazette Times:]° One 
of the works of Pope Pius X., which 
will undoubtedly pass down In _ pon- 
tifical history as among his most not- 
able achievements, is that of the fre- 
arrangement of the vatican palace, 
the latest phase of which, just fin- 
ished this month, is the complete 
systematizing of the vatican library, 
one of the most notable book and 
manuscript collections in the world. 

The reorganization of the library 
follows the installation on a mod- 
ern, artistic basis of the picture ga!l- 
lery of the vatican, and will be fol- 
lowed in turn by similar undertakings 
in those portions of the vatican open 
to the public. Owing to conditions 
in the vatican it is a most momen- 
tous task. 

To begin with, the Vatican has 
in the neighborhood of 1190 rooms, 
twénty courts, eight grand staircases, 
200 ordinary staircases and other ar- 
chitectural features in proportion. 
Despite the fact that the best known, 
architects for centuries have been 
employed in adding to and remodel- 
ing the palace, it appears to have been 


thrown together in a manner that 


would make the ordinary mystic maze 
look like the straight and narrow 
path of Biblical admonition. 

Into this conglomeration of rooms, 
salons, halls and courts, popes for 
centuries past have gathered the art 
and literary treasures of the world, 
massing them together with about 
the same degree of care that the ar- 
chitects appear to have used in mass- 
ing together the place itself. The 
straightening out of all this is the 
task which was undertaken by Pope 
Pius some years ago. 

As has beep stated, the first col- 
lection upon which Pope Pius be- 
stowed his care was that of the paint- 
Ings. While the vatican collection 
dates back to, and includes the best 
works of the Renaissance, the pres- 
ent collection can almost be said to 
daté from the time of Napoleon, who, 
following his victories in Italy, car- 
ried back to France most of the art 
treasures in Rome on which he could 
lay his hands, but under the terms of 
the treaty of Vienna these were re- 
turned to Rome and became the basis 
of the present vatican collection. 

The pictures, however, were scat- 
tered around in a goodly portion of 
the 1100 rooms of the vatican, and 
although Iater popes gathered moet of 
them into a so-called gallery, thev 
Were peorly arranged, were displayed 
under bad light and were hung with- 
out artistic plan. 


On his elevation to the papacy Pius 
set aside an extensive suite of rooms 


for the art collection, had them re- 
especially for that purpose, 
gathered together all of the most tm- 
portant masterpieces in the palace 
and hed them arranged and hune bv 
some of the best art authorities of 
Europe The result was that the 
Vatican gallery at once became one 
of the most important In the world. 

The same thing has now been done, 
after work extending over a period of 
years, to the library. Thie collection 
had its origin in the fifth century, 
since which time the various popes 
have made almost priceless additions 
to it by the purchase of private col- 
lections, euch as that of the Borghese 
family, the dukes of Urbino, the Cap- 
poniana Library, that of Queen 
Christina of Sweden and the libra- 
of Sforza, Altemps end the Sal- 
Viatl. 

In spite of all these additions. how- 
ever, which brings the total up to only 
27,000 manuscripts and 280,666 print- 
ed works, the library, for qualitw and 
for the rarenees of ite works. le one 
of the most famonrs and important tn 
exietence Inti! the present work of 
eyetematizine was undertaken by 
Pope Pius these Works were scat- 
tered about in such @ manner that 
Visitere were only fllowed ts 
through the library with special 
guides who had spent years in learn- 
ing just what there wae and where 
it might be found. With the com- 
pleting of the work undertaken by 


Pope Pive the library will now be 


open to the public, as are the paint- 
ing and sculpture galleries, and any- 
one interested will be able to find or

PLANT STARTED. 


GAS VERY VALUABLE FOR MAK- 
ING COMMODITY. 

New Establishment Will Be Sixth 
of Its Kind in the District—Prod- 
uct Is Sold Locally and Shipped 
to Surrounding Points and Fven 
as Far as Los Angeles. 


[Special Corresponfence to The Times.) 

SANTA MARIA, Dec. 5.—The 
American Gas Company has entered 
the ranks of gasoline manufacturers 
from natural gas-in the Santa Maria 
field and has a big motor truck haul- 
ing material to the Brookshire prop- 
ertye in the old field where a com- 
pressing plant will be erected. 

This will make the sixth plant in 
the Santa Maria field for the gnanu- 
facture of gasoline from .™ i gas 
and the industry gives promise of 
great potential value and adds a val- 
uable factor to the oi! industry in the 
conservation of a natural resource 
that has been permitted to go to 
waste. 

The waste of this natural gas was 
due to the fact that a ready market 
was not available for it ahdaéys as the 
handling of the product is difficult, 
efforts at proper conservation have 
not heretofore been entirely success- 
ful, and even today one can see many 
gas torches needlessly burning twen- 
ty-four hours a day, 

The Western "Gasoline Company 
erected the pioneer pliant in tne 
Santa Maria field for the manufacture 
of gasoline from natural gas. This 
concern has two “fifty-horse-power 
Bessemer compressors on the Hall 
and Hall lease and take the gas from 
this lease and also from the New 
and Pennsylvania property. 

The Pinal-Dome Oil Company ob- 
tained such satisfactory results from 
the operation of its original plant 
which consisted of two eighty-horse- 
power Bessemer compressors-——one 
low stage and one high stage—that 
it immediately installed another unit 
of like capacity—which has just been 
completed—and has started work on 
the installation of of a third unit. 

The Purity Gasoline Company has 
an eighty-hofse-power on the 
Rice Ranch property and a “plant 
of the same size on the Western Un- 
jon property. These plants take the 
gas from the holdings on which they 
are located, respectively. The Un- 
jon Of! Company has one eighty- 
horse-power unit, consisting of high- 
stage and low-stage compressors, l!o- 
cated on the Santa Maria Ol! and 
Gas lease. 

The gasoline content of the natural 
gas in this field is from two to three 
galions per thousand cubic feet and 
it comes from the compressors ranc- 
ing in gravit®? from 74 to 83 deg.

OOPLA! HERE 


MELODRAMA, LIKE CLOWN AND 
CAT, COMES BACK. 

It's Same Old Melodrama and 
People Like It, but the Old-timers 
Have to Be Revamped to “Get 
Over” —Telephones and  Svelt 

Gowns Have the Call. 


— 


Melodrama, temporarily tossed tn- 
to the dramatic dliacard with the com- 
ing into popuiarity of the 5 ani 10- 
cent motivn picture shows, is exper!- 
encing a re that promises once 
more to place the good old sty!- ot 
stage entertainment back on the high 
plane of prosperity it occupied a dec- 
ade ago. 

There never will be any more of 
the once popular “Nellie, the Beau- 
tiful Cloak Model,” “Chinatown Char- 
lie,” “The Millionaire and the Police- 
man’s Wife’ and other alleged plays 
of similar slight import and huge 
drivel, but theatergoers—if the views 
of the best posted of the theatrical 
managers all over the country may 
be accepted as an accurate estimate 
of the public's fancy—will again be 
offered plays that have the melodra- 
matic touch, plays that are human in 
their direct appeal, plays in which 
the moral is obviously apparent and 
in which light and shade are splen- 
didly blended. 

In New York, at the big Manhattan 
Operahouse, the imported English 


melodrama, “The Whip,” has just 
made a success of the most pro- 
nounced and overwhelming sort. In 


Londoh “The Whi!" wae acclaimed 
one of the best Drury Lane melo- 
dramas of recent vears, but across the 
water the invasion of the moving pic- 
tures never had made the same dent 
into the taste for melodrama that it 
has in America, and when William 
A. Brady, the Shuberts and a few 
other associated madagers at first 
discussed the project of bringing 
“The Whip” to New York, the scheme 
was surrounded by so much distrust 
that no manager could be found 
with sufficient faith tn It to undertake 
it personally. Instead, a half-dozen 
managers clubbed together and in- 
verted In the production. 

Twenty-four hours after the first 
performance, when every theatrical 
reviewer in Gotham had declared in 
no uncertain languake that “The 
Whip” was the very thing the thea- 
tercoers of New York had beep wait- 
ing for, each manager who haa put 
money into “The Whip” venture was 
vainly endeavoring to buy out his 
partners. 

“The Whip” is the one big success 
of the day and it promises to pile up 
a fortune of £250,000 for tts incky 
owners before the current theatrical 
year is a thing of the past. 

Here, tn Los Angeles, with the 
passing of the Grand Operahouse into 
the moving picture field, went the last 
ehanee of the public to enjoy melo- 
Grama af the historic Main-street 
theater, where all the thrillers of the 
past eight or ten years were pre- 
sented. 

To all Intents and purposes, melo- 
drama—aside from the moving pic- 
ture protection of this sort of thea- 
trical stuff—was to be laid away in 
the dramatic cedar chest for good 
and all, 

And this would surely have hap- 
pened had it not been for one fact. 
This singular reason was that itn his 
early theatrical experience Oliver 
Morosco had been brought up tn the 
melodramatic atmosphere of the old 
Grand Operahouse, San Francisco, 
where Walter Morosco made a for- 
tune of imposing proportions by pre- 
senting melodrama with really good 
actors and with scenic equipments 
that were almost colossal in their 
elaboratenecss and accuracy. 

Mr. Morosco always has evidenced 
a fondness for the melodramatic type 
of stage play. He, alone of the city’s 
theatrical purveyors, has had faith in 
the idea that the public had not tired 
cf melodrams—that the people who 
go to the playhouse had merely be.- 
come wearted of the Al. H. Woods 
sort of melodrama, which, when you 
gei right down to the bottom of the 
matter, is not melodrama at all, but a 
hodge podge of alleged melodramatic 
situations of the most improbable 
sort, embellished, garnished and 
lumined by sensational pictorial ad- 
vertising matter. 

The public, argued Mr. Morosco, 
had not lost its sense of proportion. 
Melodrama, lItkewise belleved Mo- 
roseo, had surely not lost its attrac- 
tive character when properly pre- 
sented. 

And taking a firm grip of his bank 
account and with pen in hand, the 
local manager siened the lease where- 
by he annexe@ the Lyceum to his Ist 
of other Log Angeles theaters. 

For a few days he did not disclose 
his plans even to his most intimate 
business associates. 

The unknowing, the unthinking, 
the unversed openly 4eclared that a 
new ninsical stock company was to be 
installed in the former home of Or- 
pheum vaudeville. 

Some people had ft that cheap 
vandeville wae the answer, but these 
spoke without knowing of the provi- 
sions for no-vaudeville the lease con- 
tained. 

“Well. what's the answer?” asked 
Morosco's pertners and friends. 
“M-e-1l-0-d-r-a-m-a,” replied Mo- 
roscn, 

“You're daffy,” asserted the well- 
meaning friends. et al. 

“Am T, then watch me get Into mv 
financial straight-jacket,” commented 
the manager. 

That was only a brief three weeks 
ago. And ina trio of seven- day 
periods one cannot actually ac- 
complish all one sets out to do, even 
if that one persons happens to be 
a very energetic theatrical manager. 

But In a single week Moroseo had 
engaged the best available players tn 
the city and other coast towns, had 
entirely renovated the Lyceum and 
the first week's business with “The 
White Slave”"——by many well versed 
critics believed: to be the best melo- 
drama the American stage ever has 
known—was so good that a profit 
of $1500 was recorded. 

The Moroseo faith itn what the 
public wants had won out so easily 
that the victory was almost a joke. 
Then the scoffine ones commenced to 
murmur that perhaps, after all, melo- 
drama was in for a revival while Apo 
the time the theatergoers of

Oh! it was so very, very easy—for 
the manager. 

Mr. Morosco frank!y confesnee that 
by “melodrama” he does not mean the 
sort of monstrosities the public was 
fed on for several years. 

There is hardly a theatergoer in 
the country who is not familiar with 
such thoroughly good melodramas as 
“The Lights London,” 
Romany Rye,” “The Soudan,” “ 
in the Ranks, Boys, Cheer:”. 
“The Cherry Pickers.” “The Still 
Alarm,’ “The Black Flag,'} “Siberia,” 
and other plays of similar repute that 
in their days enjoved a vogue just 
as great as any of the latter day 
piays. 

And while the dramastiets of the 
country have been writing “Easiest 
Ways,” “Paid in Fulls,.” “Lions and 
the Mouses,”. “Escapes,” “Jimmy 
Valentines,” and other plays of like 
recent popularity, there are other 
dramatists who have been writing 
good, sound melodramas for the 
simple reagon that all life is melo- 
drama and these playwrights have 
been recording the experiences of real 
people, men and women who have 
lived real melodramatic careers. 


“I have,a number of these new 
melodramas and I am very firmly | 
convinced that the theatergoers of to- 
day will appreciate them just as much 
as our parents did the George R. 
Sims type of melodramas of'a gen- 
eration ago,” sald Mr. Morosco. 

“T am gbving to make elaborate re- 
vivals from time to time of some of 
the celebrated old melodramas, but 
I am going to have them re-written 
for. if you view them by present-day 
standards, they are !tmpoasstible. Tt 
is worth remembering that when the 
best melodramas the American stage 
ever knew were written there were 
no telephones—and what would the 
modern playwright do without the 
ald of a telephone on the stage? < 
“The old dramatic construction Is 
just as unfashionable today as are the 
one-time popular and muchliy worn 
and ridiculed bustle end its predeces- 
sor, the hoop-skirt. Burt tne wearer 
of the hoop-skirt, the bustle and the 
ham sleeve is just as beautiful, just 
as alluring and just as popular today 
as she ever was—in fact, I will be 
a trifie gallant and say she is more 
attractive and loveable than ever, and 
the same condition prevails in re- 
gard to the melodramatic play. 

“It is hampered by a lot of old- 
fashioned language, and ancient 
metho of construction that would 
not be tolerated today by any theater 
attendant but the main story that ap- 


pealed to the melodrama audience a

score of years will please the play- 
goer of today with equal force if it 
only is properly produced and played 
—and all this I propose to do. 

“Melodrama is not necessarily for 
the masses any more than vaudeville 
is for the person who can only afford 
the price of a seat for this sort of 
stage entertainment. 

“Since the cammencement of the 
season of melodrama at the Lyceum 
we have had in our audiences scores 
of . persons whose names figure 
prominently in every record of. local, 
fashionable happening; bankers and 
professional men have’ liked our 
Lyceum performances so much that 
they have written to me and thanked 
me for what they have termed a ‘real 
theatrical treat, entirely removed from 
so much of the frivolous and worth- 
lees stuff with which the stage has 
been littered for the past few ycars’— 


while the small boy and his older 
brother have crowded the ‘peanut 
heaven’ as we used to call the upper- 
most section of the theater and have 
revived the fashion of not being 
afraid to--applaul the hero and 
heroine while they hissed the billain. 

“The American stage has sorely 
missed the gallery occupants for a 
good many years and if my venture 
of putting on melodrama at the 
Lyceum has resulted in nothing else 
but, bringing back the prosperity to 
the long vacant gallery, I am satisfied, 
much more so than I can tell a ” 

‘Now, if the galleryite only had 
chance he, undoubtedly, would tell 
you that he is vastly more pleased 
and thankful than te Mr. Morosco. 

All of which means that, very much 
after the former popular circus clown, 
melodrama may well exclaim “Here 
we are again.”

“The Littlest Rebel,” in which 
tin opens a week's engage- 
ment at the Mason Operahouse to- 
morrow nicht, is crowded with heart- 
touching incidents and thrilling cli- 
maxes.

America’s great success comes to 
the Majestic tonight, for a week's en- 
geagement Degman Thompson's “The 
Old Homestead” has been played con- 
tinupusly for a longer period than 
any other play ever staged in this 
country. Some seasons it has been 
played by as many as three com- 
panies. It has been seen in every 
city of @ny consequence in this coun- 
try and has been played in New York 
City more than a thousand times. 

Plays of great merit usually last 
five or six seasons and then go into 
the stock houses for occasional! pres- 
entation. The one exception has been 
Mr. Thompson's play, and it has been 
on the go now for many years, this 
being the twenty-seventh season. “The 
OM Homestead” did but little travel- 
ing during the first two years of its 
existence, it having remained in and 
about Boston for that period, after 
ite initial presentation at the Boston 
Theater in April, 1886. Tt was not 
until after its three year’s run at 
the Academy of Music in New York 
City that it entered upon its perambu- 


The first traveling season of the 
company was one of extraordinary 
remaining out continu- 
ously for ninety weeks. During that 
time the company traveled 35,000 
miles or nearly one and a half times 
the circumference of the globe. 
All parts of the country were 
The demand for the play 
still heavier as its fame grew 


apace and Mr. Thompson soon had 
three companies before the public. 
It would be next to an impossibility 
to give anything like an accurate dis- 
tance of the territory over which the 
home of Joshua Whitcomb, Grace 
Church and the other well-known 
scenes of the play were moved back 
and forth during the first half of their 
existence, but it is safe to say that 
175,000 miles would not be an - 
gerated estimate. Probably “The 
Old Homestead” has during its entire 
existence traveled a distance of at 
least seven times around the globe. 
What is more remarkable is the fact 
that the play has been seen in this 
country alone and the movements of 
the various companies presenting it 
have been restricted to practically the 
game territory there being Indeed but

Barth packs his trunk and starts in 
pursuit.

King Charles of Roumania, during 
a recent journey through Switzerland, 
was obliged to ride in a second-class 
carriage. <A detective accompanying 
the King. explained the situation to 
the conductor, who, going to the door 
of the carriage loked some moments 
on the Toyal personage and then ex- 
claimed: “So that is the King of 
Roumania!

Princess Elena of Servia, who last 
year married Prince lIoann (onstan- 
tinovitch, third cousin of the Czar, 
presented herself at her father’s side 
at the head of the Servian army as a 
volunteer for the Red Cross as soon 
as the war with Turkey was begun. 


‘Ratan .Tata, a wealthy bay 
merchant, has given $7000 a year for 
three years to the University of Lon- 
don to promote the study of the best 
means for preventing and relieving 


poverty. The fund will be admin- 
istered by a bureau provided for that 
purpose. 


Prof. Luigi Paglian!, who repre- 
sented the Italian government at the 
Congress of Hygiene and Demogra- 
phy, held in Washington recently, has 
returned home, after studying sani- 
tary conditions in several large euast- 
ern cities. He is professor of hygiene 
and dean of the medical faculty of 
the University of Turin, and was 
founder of the first chair of hygiene 
iu his country. While director 
the department of health, Dr. Pax- 
Hani stamped out the cholera in the 
memorable campaign in 1886-89. 

Auguste B. Leguia, who recently 
completed a successful term as Presi- 
dent of Peru, was one of the country’s 
shrewdest business men before he 
entered politics. It was not unul 
1903 that he became actively engage! 
in affairs of the state; and then onl; 
because the late President Candamo, 
knowing his genius for .nance, urged 
him to become the minister of that 
fmportant department of the Cabinet. 
He was born in 1863, and received his 
education in Val When the 
war with Chile broke out, he resigned 
from a mercantile position to join the 
army, where he distinguished himaeif 
in battle. 


Sir William Conyngham Greene, 
who has just been appointed British 
Ambassador in Japan in succession to 
Sir Claude Macdonald, was two years 
ago nominated to the post of Min- 
ister at The Hague, but was rejected 
by Queen Wilhelmina and her gov- 
ernment as persona non grata owing 
to the role which ha had played at 
Pretoria as English Charge d' Affaires 
on the eve of the Boer War. As 
Ambassador at Tokio he will have a 
salary of $30,000 a year, besides a 
very handsome official residence and 
garden, and a number of allowances 
and perquisites. Moreover, the Eng- 
lish Ambassador at Tokio is partic- 
ularly favored by the court and gov- 
einment of Japan owing to the lat- 
ter’s alliance with Great Britain. 

Lord Kilmarnock, who has just 
been appotnted counctlor of the Brit- 
ish Embassy at Tokyo, where he will 
act as charge d'affaires whenever the 
Ambassador happens to be absent, 
and who is leaving England for the 
United States and Canada with Lady 
Kilmarnock, en route for Japan, is 
not only a godson of Queen Victoria 
and heir to the highest office in the 
kingdom of Scotland, but also has 
roval blood tn his veins. Lord Kil- 
marnock has been, until recently, sec- 
retary of Legation at Stockholm. 


Sir Cecil Arthur Spring-Rice, who 
will succeed James Bryce as Am- 
bassador of Great UHritain to this 
country, is not a stranger, having at 
one time served as secretary of the 
embassy at Washington. He was 
born in 1859 and has devoted hig life 
to the service of his country. His 
training for a diplomatic career be- 
gan with a clerkship in the War Of- 
fice. He was Minister and Consul- 
general to Persia, 1906-8, and has 
since that time been Minister Plen!- 
potentiary to Sweden. 


Gen. Savoff, commander-in-chief of 
Czar Ferdinand’s army, who has car- 
ried the cross of Christendom back to 
Constantinople, surprising the miili- 
tary experts of the world, is a grad- 
uate of the General Staff Academy at 
St. Petersburg. His earlier education 
was obtained at the Sofia’ Military 
School. In 1885 he was chief-of-staff 
of a Bulgarian army in the Servo- 
Bulgarian war, member of the Stam- 
buloff Cabinet, and helped reorganize 
the present army.

HEN the graders and scrapers

Armory at Exposition Park a dream 
of years was brought to the brink 
of a sudden realization. The great 
public park of southwest Los An- 
geles is at last to take the exact 
shape its planners have intended it 
should take ever since the State of' 
California dedicated this magnificent 
piece of ground to the perpetual use 
and enjoyment of the people of this 
and section. 

The progress of the armory enter- 
prise had been so unsatisfactory that 
the most optimistic of the men who 
had labored to bring about tts con- 
atruction had grown discouraged 
when it was announced, early in 
October( that a new edition of plans 
to repi@ce the several sets previously 
reflected had been prepared by the 
State Architect, J. W. Woolett, and 
the State Engineer, W. F. McClure. 
The mild satisfaction upon the part 
of the park management occasioned 
by this announcement took the form 
of elation when dispatches from 
Sacramento brought the news on 
November 23 that the firm of Robert 
Trost & Co., of San Francteco, had 
been awarded the contract for the 
actual construction of the. long-de-

It will be as complete and 
modern as any structure of its type 
im the United States. The State Mili- 
tla Field Hospital and Ambulance 
Corps will have headquarters in the 
building, which will combine many 
features of a club and office structure 
as well as gerving as an arsenal and 
war college for the instruction of the 
eltizen soldiers of California. 

The: building will be 280x212 feet 
In size and of reinforced concrete and 
steel frame construction. The 
terior will be faced with ruffled and 
tapestry brick, the trim being of 
terra cotta and stone. The design 
suggests the Gothic, although the 
building hag been designated by many 
architects as an architectural innova- 


tion. The bullding will be in har- 
mony with the two neighboring 
structures, though distinctive, and 


will be made beautiful without any 
sacrifice of utility. 

The basement of the structure will 
be occupled by the battery and ambu- 
lance corps, together with the eleven 
company storerooms. Two rifle ranges 

and a revolver range are provided 
for. Ammunition will be kept stored 
In a fireproof vault. The battery park 
of the basement will be connected 
with the outside drill grounds by an 
incline wide enough to accommodate 
several teams of horses at once. The 
northwest portion of the basement 
will be given up to a gymnasium 
40x70 feet in size.

“INDUSTRIAL UNIONISM.” 


{EDITORIAL} 
Y a vote of almost two to one, industrial unionism was defeated Novem- 


ber 20, in the Rochester (N. Y.) convention of the American Federe- 


tion of Labor. To everybody's surprise, John Mitchell, one of the Feder. 


ation vice-presidents, whose handling of labor questions in the past has been 
comparatively conservative, strongly declared that he was in favor of in- 
dustrialism, which is, by the way, a socialistic phase of labor's attitude and 
action. On the other hand, James P. Eagan, delegate of the Ohio Federation 
of Labor, a member of the Typographical Union, characterized those who 
urged indystrialism as “papler-mache revolutionists, advocating free love 
and Fietcherism.” 

Industria] unionism proposes to unite in the same organization, members 
of all trades and workers in or that are not recognized as trades, in 
order (as its advocates wrongly think) to secure a more thorough community 
of interest and action. What they are really aiming at is to compel all 
strikes to be general strikes, even though only one particular trade is 
in dispute with employers. That plan is monstrous, as it practically amounts 
to “confiscation of property” (interest on capita] and profits are “property™ 
as against employers in the trades where no labor dispute is active when the 
general strike is forced on. 

The theory is hopelessly faulty. Interests thus merged would be so In- 
herently diversified that community of them would be “topian. Each trade has 
its own particular interests, different entirely from the interests of other 
trades. Skilled labor would, naturally, be in direct opposition to unskilled 
labor, while the latter predominates in quantity. # 

The proposition failed completely a quarter of a century ago in the or- 
ganization, a very large one, then known as the Knights of Labor, whose 


4 chief, Terence V. Powderly, afterwards publicly admitted that, as such chief, 


he had knowingly been deceiving labor for sixteen years. This statement 
was a matter of current knowledge and caustic comment at the time. That 
organization tried to succeed by sheer strength of numbers (as industrial 
unionism now proposes.) It acted unwisely, and went to »ieces. Public 
sympathy was not behind it in tts “crushingdown” programme, and no pro 
gramme of labor action can ever succeed without the aid of public sympathy. 
It was braving the public and trying to “starve London out” tha’ recently 
cost the dock workers of London their ten weeks’ strike, at a loss of nearly 
three hundred million dollars, with thousands of them and many more thous- 
ands of their wives and children, starving yet. 

It is the Socialist and LW.W. element in the Federation of Labor that is 
now trying to bring about a revival of promiscuous industrial unionism. The 
alm is extension of the tyrannous, anarchistic and property and life de- 
structive principles of the LW.W. Its members are almost, if not altogether, 
unskilled or semi-skilled workers (mainly foreigners) who would like the as-

midnight. Appalling as it is to see these little tots on cold mornings wrapped 
in blankets, at work in the canning sheds, scarcely awake. 


“Some of the children would fall asleep; others would cry and want 


to quit work, but ] have seen them whacked by their parents and compelled 
to stay at their places.” [This complicity on the part of the parents does 
not relieve the cannery owners from the primary and continuing guilt of 
allowing these “babies” to work in the cannery at all.—The writer.) 

“Yes,” continued Miss Chamberlain, “happily enough these parents were 


not Americans; most of thie compulsory work was at the hands of foreigners, 


the American mothers being more considerate of their offspring. 


“One little fellow, Little Jack, I called him, told me that one morning | 


he had been pulled out of bed at 3 o'clock and he had been up until 12 
the night before.” “Honest, Miss Chamberlain,” said he, confiding in her, “it 
did not seem as ff 1 was in bed a minute.” Little Jack had worked one 
day from 4 o'clock a.m. until] 11 o'clock p.m. and had made $1.40. 

Miss Chamberlain said she slaved with other girls in the canneries for 
10 cents an hour, often for fifteen or sixteen hours a day and lived 
crowded apartments with the cannery to 

“After the commission visitell one of the canneries where I was work- 


ing,” said the witness, “the boss said children under 5 years of age (mark 


that-—‘under 5 years of age’) could not work there any more.” 

Zenas L. Potter, another of the commission's investigators, reported, 
corroborated by others, that children and women were worked excessive 
hours in the canneries. In some instances the women worked 119 hours a 
week. Their weekly average working time during the busy seasons was 70 
or 80 and sometimes 90 hours a week. 

More than 1300 children are employed in the canneries Of New York 


State, of whom 952 are under 14 years of age and 141 under 7. This is all 


the pay they get for 10 hours’ work: 


From 10 to 14 years 0600000 cents 
From 14 to 16 years ......... ced 90 cents 
The “regular” working hours 
they are paid 7 to 15 cents an hour. Even the children have to lift heavy 
poxes. 7 

It is to the shame of the New York State Legislature that when it re- 
stricted the working hours for women to fifty-four per week, the canning in- 
dustry was exempted, though to their personal credit be it stated, many of 
the legislators submitted to the exemption to save the rest of the Dill. 

is California Free from Blame? 

The foregoing makes a very bad showing for New York State as to the 
employment of children in its canning industry, but is California free from 
blame as to its use of child labor in its canneries, packing-houses, factories 
and workshops? ,

given matings and to change mating- 
early enough to get.resultsa .he sam 
season. To the producer of squabs 
for the home table it insures a sup- 
ply of delicious and nutritious 
throughout the season, always in the 
proper condition. Squabs may 
produced every month im the year 
without great expense for equipment 
or continuous care on the part of the 
attendant. The same is not true of 
brollers or roasting chickens. Appre- 
clating these facts, some one has 
aptiy said that the poultryman with 
limited space at tris disposal mig! 
well keep hens for eggs and pigeons 
for meat. 

The consumption of squabs seems 
to be increasing in America. This ts 
probably due to two separate causes 
First. the general recognition tha’ 
well-grown, properly-cocked squat 
are mighty good eating, and most 
nutritious as well. The second factor 
ie the scareity of many of the wild 
game birds, quall, prairie chickens, 
partridge, etc., that were commonl) 
found on the markets in huge quan- 
titles @ few years ago. Not only ar: 
these birds fewer tn numbers’ tha: 
formerly owing to the fact that they 
are hunted so persistently, and their 
natural covers ereatly reduced in 
area. but their sale is positively pro 
hibited in many States. This is espe 
ally true tn those sections of the 
country where the population ie 
dense and where the consumptio:

When the Anglo-French expedition 
sacked the Summer Palace in Peking. 
China, In 1860, among the epolle se- 
cured and sent back to England were 
some specimens of bantame that had 
previously been bred for and owned 
exclusively by the Chinese Emperor. 
They were very small and red in 
color, and had feathered blue legs 
and five toes on each foot. Because 
of their place of origin they became 
‘«nown as Peking bhntams, and were 
so bred for yeara Their eimilarity 
to the large Cochins in so many re- 
aspects eventually led fanciers to at- 
tempt to breed them in exact duplicate 
of the larger fowl, but in bantam size. 
The color was changed from red to 
a golden buf, the legs from biue to 
yellow and but four toes allowed on 
each foot. This took considerable 
time and hard work, but was 
eventually accomplished, eo that tu- 
day the Buff \Cochin bantam its the 
exact reproduction of the Buff 
Cochin in everything but gize. Thes 
are very small, the gneles weighing 
only twenty-six to thirty ounces and 
fermales twenty-four to twenty-six 
ounces. They become great pets and 
are very heavy layers, laying an eggs 
that ie extremely large conside'.¢ 
the diminutiveness of the hen that 
laid it. 

The hens get broody, sit and rear 
their chicks and are euch careful and 
successful mothers thet there is a 
steady demand for Cochin bantam 
hens in large numbers, to be used by 
breeders of large fowls expressly for 
use in rearing chicks.
